5100 does have the wireless mike but it's on 49-MHz and can cause 
baby monitors/cordless phones to broadcast on your rig! Apparently 
there is a "fix" by using the IR LED option on the remote control 
although I've read of problems with this.

: the 5200 having dual in-band receive and 32 memories and 
the 5100 offering remote mounting and 94 memories? Do they 
take all of the same accessories? 
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>As far as I know, they take all of the same accessories. Internal mods 
>are different. 


Correction. 5100 has dual in-band receive. I believe it can be had 
on the 5200 but not out of the box -- should require a mod. 


Also, I don't believe that the DVS-3(?) (Digital Voice Synthesizer) 
will work on the 5100.
